JAPAN AND DRUGS 


Mlicit manufacture of drugs, 
mostly in small, secret factories, is 
not diminishing in the Far East. 
This is made clear in the latest 
report of the League of Nations 
special committee which shows that 
the smuggling of cocaine from 
Japan:to India, which for a time 
was showing -a falling off, has 
suddenly ived. All of the Indian 
seizures of cocaine, except one, 
were made in Calcutta on board 
ships arriving from Japanese and 
other Far Eastern ports. In 
several cases the drugs bore forged 
Inbels of well-known German manu- 
facturors and others the label of the 
well-known but mysterious and un- 
discovered: factory of the Fujitsuru 
Brand. Tlie Indian authorities are 
certain that drug ‘smuggling con- 
tinues on a considerable scale and

xangs of smugglers have recently 

been rounded up,

ALIPORE GANG 


The most notorious of these, 


“Alipore"Gang,~ had- spread -Ita--net” 


over the whole of-the Far East and 
for ten years successfully smuggled 
largo quantities of raw oplum out 
of India, introducing in return 
important shipments of. cocnine. 
Lack of international co-operation 
has, prevented the ramiflentions of 
the gang being followed up as 
closely as they would have been had 
the seizures taken place in Europe, 
Elsewhere, in the United States 
notably, there is evidence that the 


smugglers are making use of pri 


‘vately-owned ncroplanes. To com- 
bat thia menace aeroplane panies 
have been instituted and,' by ar- 
rangement with the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, the patrols on the border 
carry both American and Canadinn 
officers so that a smuggler can be 
arrested on whichever side of the 
border he comes down. The 
trouble is that in case of pursuit, 
drugs can easily be dropped over- 
board. ‘
